EXTENSIVE FIRE IN QUEEN'S 
ROAD, BONGK ONG, 
———— 

NINETEEN HOUSES BURNED, 

About twenty-five minutes past eight p.m. 
on the 25th instant o fire broke out in the 
socond floor of “No. 185; Qwuoon’s Road 
West. Tho. manual engine from No.,7 Stgtion 
Was at onco sent, down and 2 message 
telegraphed to the Central Station. By the 
time, the manual arrived two Louyes bad caught 
fire, ‘and, in consequence of:the large amotot 
of woodwork in the houses, boforo the Govera- 
mentand Volunteer Engined arrived, although 
they wereon the spot with their nanalpromptitude, 
the whole of one side of the road batwaon Wil- 
mer Street and Tz-me-lane was in  flumeds: 
Owing to the narrowness of this portion of 
tho road tho flames from tho uppor Roors 
apread aoross the stroat to the. houses on 
the opposite side, and for some time tho street 
presented the appoaranca.of an avenue of flamu: 
Both brigades worked with a will, although tho 
terrible heat aud the conatant falling of walls 
and roofs rondored thoir work both difficult 
aud dangerous. There was a fairly stroug 
breeze and notwithstanding the large quanti f 


water thrown on the fire but very little 
pression seemed to bo made. Although tho tide 


and 5 wore kept steadily at worls, under tho ablo 
superintendence of Mr.J..'S. Brower, the mach 
maligned floating engine doing éxeollent service.

Of the ninetoon 
honaes burned, jive were insared in the 
China Fire Insuraneo Co,-for betwaen $2,500 
and $3,000. Six others. were insured, wo 
believe, in the Hongkong Tasurance Co. for 
about $4,000, and we understand that two 
or three others were ‘insured in Gorman 
firms for abont $2,000, ‘The fire originated, as 
already mentioned, in No. 185, a gua shop. It 
appears to have been caused accidentally. Tho’ 
ook belonging to the shop was going towards 
the cook house with o kerosine lamp, when 


from his hand and breaking it to piecox. It 
happened to fall near to where a quantity of 
matohes wore stored, and these taking light tho 
whole placo was in a few minuteg in a conflagta- 
tion,, The houses destroyed, or rather shops, 
reach from No. 175 to No. 197 on ono sido of tho 
straet,and from Nos. 1740 186 0n the other. 'I'ho 
shops were noarly all of the poorarctass, Their 
contents wera somewhat varied, a great many 
being clothes shops, while tin shops, shoe shops, 
umbrella shopa, and a roast pork shop go to awell 
the number, Nog.

FIER IN TITE SHANGQUAT CLUB. . 
__,,Batweon éne and half-past one o’olock p.m. on 
tlie 22nd July the secupants of the Shanghai 
Club were (anys the Daily News) alarmed by tho 
news that their splendid, renovated, premises 
were on fire, and upon inapoction it was at once 
fund that the beams-and raftors wadernesth the 
zine roof in tha highest part. of the building had 
Wecome ignited, The fireevidently hadamontdored 
for some time. before its discovery,’ and had 
_got_a strong hold on tho woodwork of. the 
roof, Tho first intimation of the fire was the 
, tumbling down of a quantity of burning tin ber 
alinost on top of a caclia ongaged in taking the 
dishes from the lift as the mombors of the Club 
wore at tiffin, Timoediately upon the slarm being 
givon, the firomon of the various companivs be- 
gan to arrive with their hose carriegos, and many 
vudy volunteers amongat the non-firamen por- 
lion of the members of the Club aided the bri- 
gale. .A plontifal supply of hand granadas woro 
gn tho promises. and theve, with water buckets, 
wore used beforo the hose was laid on, 
but without effeet. The fire at first soom- 
ed to ba ofun insignificant character, bat it 
wis shortly found that it was very difficult to gat 
at it, spreading au it did away far under the roof. 
Unfortunately the. water pressure from: tho 
hydrunts was totally inadequate to reach the ronf 
from which the jet. fell poworleasly back. when 
within fiva or six fost of the buruing timbers, 
'This inade the aspoot all the more seriou, and 
bosides the watet, without doing good in the way

If wa are ever engaged 
ina war with Russia—which we trast will§ 
be avoided by a better understanding being 
‘come to between the nations—we should at 
all eventa want to blockada af we did not 
attack Viadivostock ; but how’ vould this be 
done under present circumstances? The 
Rusaina Squadron bas beon considerably 
strengthened of lite yours, and the garrison 
of Viadivostock, unlike thar of Hongkong, is 
agt a moro skeloton. foree, . Voly a feiv 
mouths ago’ it was reinforce: d by a detache 
ment considerably larger than tho entire 
garrison of Hongkong, and it miust be borne 
in wind that Viadivostock has not a larce 
alien population to be overawed like thut of 
Hongkong. ‘If therefore the Admiral in 
command of the British squadron fetched, 
ag he would wish to do, the principal por. 
tion of ib to invest Viadivostock, it is not 
uvlikely that aome of the fast “Russian 
cruisers thigtht swoop down -upor anid attaok 
this colony, to be .reinfordéd by trana- 
ports ‘and inen-of-war aout out trom Odeass 
to meet them ‘here, Of course, it will be 
urged that thie could oot be dene without 
the British Government knowing something 
of their intentions, but unfortunately che 
home outhorities have developed such 4, re-. 
markwble disposition Lo situt the stable door 
after the steed bas been stulen that we har< 
little faith in their promptitude. In a case 
of this kind, woo, a coaling station eleven 
thousand wiles diatnnt, it ia fatuous, it 
is’ crimiual, to Jeave- things to ebanes, 
Thé Squadron ia certainly. being gradualiy 
but ‘very sensibly: improved, and the 
useless vessels .with obsvlete guns are 
ane by one giving place to more modern, 
faster, aud effeetivaly arwed ships, but the 
garrison of Hongkong, upon, which it ought 
to mainly depond for ats protection, is alill { 
sridieulously small and wholly ineapsble of 
repelling any well considered ‘invasivn of the 
island on ite southera and expused side, No 
systein of fortification can be effective untass 
it ie supplemented by au efficient garrison. 
We preaume, however, that the War Office 
will go on waiting for the fact to be provad 
by demonstration before it will take ateps to 
augment the foree,

: THE TAX ON SALT FISH, 

“Hon. Woxa Suina—About ton years ago 
when the Chefoo Convention was signad, Sir 
"Thomas Wade, who wasthon thoBritish Minister, 
promised tha Chinese Government thuttho British 
Government would aasist tho Chinese Govorn- 
ment to stop the smuggling of opinm from 
Hongkong to the muinlacd of China, provided 
that this did not interfere with tho-interesty of 
Hongltong. And thon when Sir Rob -rt Tart 
cane here recontly asthe Commissioncr ‘andor 
that Convention, he statad that hon wa passed 
that Opium Ordinance the Chinnsa authorities 
would soon remove the Custom House Station at 
Cap-shui-moon and the other stations close to 
the Colony, which are so unplenaantly 
known as tho . blockade of Hongkong. ''Tho 
Chinese Gavernmont bas sot. removed them. 
Relying ou that promise wa cheerfully passed 
the Opium Ordiouncs, and now jast abont 
three months afterwards we hear that the 
Ohineae Customs Authoritios have imposed heavy 
taxes on salt fish imported to and exported from 
the Colony of Hongkong, besides other articles. 
I should like that the Chinese Customs authori- 
ties should be reminded of the stipulations of the 
Convention and also tha statement of Sir Robert 
Hart, and thoroforo I ask whother it'is the case 
that a tax hag recently been imposed on’salt fish 
and other articles of foot impnrted into the 
Colony PAs to the last olango of the question I 
first gave notios of, I would rather postpone it 
till next time, beoatse I am'now in communica: 
tion with the Actiag Ragistrar-General, an.1 ho 
is investigating the caso, and has not yet got 


completa information. - 

His Excenpency—In reply. to the - hon. 
member, I way say I huve boen going as deeply 
into thia question as I am able and endeavouring 
to elicit all pogsible information, I have no de 
tinite information as yot as regards any extra 
‘dutios lavied on articles of food generally. The 
only icformation I posaoss is with regard to salt 
fish ; and there is nv donbt that s duty has been 
levied that wis not oastomary. On looking 
into the Troaty of iontsin, I find that 
China had a portvot right to tery 3 dnt 
on salt fish, but for ‘some roasen "wh oh 
dou’t know the’ provincial authorities in Can- 
ton seom not to have exercised their right. 
Howevor, all I ean any is that J have placed the 
whole qnastion baforo our Minister at Peking, in 
8 deapatoh, which despytch I shall ba tery happy 
to show confidentially tonuy hon. momber of the 
Couneil, as T wish to have as few secrets as pos- 
sible. I havo oudeavourod in‘as forcible language 
as possible to say that this Colony does not ex- 
peot, after the passing of tho Opium Ordinance, 
ta be ins worse position thna we were. in 
before, That I think I hava pointed. out very 
clearly, an we must now wait for the answer 
from Peking. I think the hon. member is not 
quite correct in his qnotation ay to what Sir 
Robert Hart said, nor am T aware that-there has 
deen anything of tha aort pitblished. Lov he 
got his information abont what Sir Rabort Hart. 
said about these Custom stations I don’t know, 
I think ‘Sir Robert Hart would be surprised, 
und. think tho hon. mombor will find that he 
las made some mistake.

Street on Sunday morning, the 24th inst., abort 
half-past nine o’elock which was attended with 
fata) results, A coolie, aumed Un Asing, parchas- 
ed from o hawker.some vegetablea which ho car- 
tied home. . Ou airiving there he woighed them 
and found they were short waight. ‘Ha, at 
once, ratrirned to the hawker with the vagatablas 
and complained to him” The hawker took the 
vegetables from the coolio and threw thea! 
into the utreet, which naturally exasperated the 
man, High. words wore vxclouged and shortly 
afterwards blows. Several hawkers .who were 
on the spot joined in to assist their follow trader 
whilé .a number. of: coolies from s coolie 
house close at hund came to the assistance of Un 
Asing. Tholiawkers appear to have beea some- 
whut oyormutchod, and one of their number went 
to Gilman's Bazaar for reinforcements, retarn- 
ing with 9 iarge \ number of, men. «The

This Court has been called on behalf of tha P. 
& 0.8, N. Co at'tho oxpreys request of thoir 
agont hero, to investigate tho cause or causes of 
an nocident which happonod to ono of their ships 
‘ander the following cirewmstancos, , 

The steamer Thibet, of the port of Dundee, 
offloial number 70,263, under the command of 
William Davidson Mndie, whose cortificats of 
competency is No. 33,857, whilst on a voyage in 
‘June last, from Yokohama to Hourkony, struck 
and grazed a sankon rook close to tle south end 
of Ogawashima in the Genkai Nada, off Yobuke 
harbour, thereby sustaining damago to the oxtent 
of breaking off one af tho blates of her propeller, 

Tho circumstonooy immodiately proceding the 
accident, so for as they oan be gathored from the 
somewhat discrepant statements of the witnesses 
examined, wore as follows :—~ 

The Thibet on the 22nd of Jung list after pas- 
sing through Shimouosekd Straits passed Swayne 
Rorf (Kuni no Kani) ot noon, stooring 4 courso 
8.59 W. trae till she came at 1.30 o’clock. pm.

Tt is. very, unfortunate that’ the Tiontisin, 
trador, a8 a rule, is a low fellow, necdy, shifty, 
dishonest, and with a marked tarn for swindling. 
In consequence, the port, which yot proapers in 
spite of all disndvantagas, doaa not obtain its. 
natorsl and vightfal proportions as a mart for 
interohange. ‘Cho anle of imports is nob in a 
sound onnilitivn, The bayers are not good 
—that is, ustally—to deal with, ond somo 
trades, snok as piesa goods, woollens, sagar, 
timber, ste., aro vested in, tha native guilds, who 
most effectually har'out all foreign compatitors. 
But, in componsation, theco might be and onght 
to be a very largo: export. brsiness in sheep 
and camels’ wool, hides, sharp and vont s’.ins, 
feathora, horns, ote. The dishonest. wathods 
of the Chinese ongaged in those trades 
sre proving ruinous to’ all enterprise, the 
shagp's wool comes full of mud and rubbish, 
and tho camels’ wool cantains {0 to 5) per cent. 
of the woight in sand and gravel. © have heard 
ofong instance in whish a tot af oamole’ wool 
when screened and cleansed from: dirt toast near 
80 por aunt. of the gross weight. The mothods 
of dipping too ate as bad og can be, and tho 
lengths of tho looks aro x0 oxcossively irregular 
that manufacture is diffienlt, or woll nigt impos- 
sible, Now, for Mongolian shaop’s wool there 
wonld ba a constant domand at fair pricen if the 
Jocks ware of ragular length and without fran- 
dulant admixture of dict, And for camele’ wool, 
from which beautifal, soft aad warm fabrios ean 
bo made for ladies’ wear, there would ‘be a large 
antl nnfailing trade, But the sellers ara so dis- 
honest. and short sighted that nnder presant con- 
ditions it is impossible {o make parchayes with 
confidence. The wool is so foul im condition, 
'go-irveralar in-tenath;that--the; buriness~vexos: 
and disappoints overy foreign morchant who 
meddles with it. 

Then thera is a great demand for goatskins; 
which are much in request in Europe and tho 
United States. But tho skins now come in bad 
condition, and the whole traffic is oarried’ on 
with opon dishonssty, ao that people here now 
avoid if'unless thera is time to make a cnrefal 
examination of every skin, te seloot the sound 
and rojeot the bad skins. 

The same remark applies to tho trado in hides 
of oxon. Tho domand is immense, and as the 
Chinoso sking aro-of-foir size and soft texture , 
they suit thé Continental markota,: especially 
Tialy. But the native traders do ull they can 
to ruin what would be a fine business. Tho 
hides, for want of praparation, rot quickly. so 
that for this reason groat, lossea hary befalldn 
forsign morchants. 
the hides are soaked in water, so ‘that they 


nickly decay from dampnese, and of Inte it is 
the custom to plusler the skins on both sides 


with touncious mnd. The foreign trador who 
ia 40 bold as to cops with the thievish methods 
of tho uatives now has to take all rxorts of slow 
and costly procantions against, rot, damp, dirt, 
oto, and iv almost all eases, he now, af the best: 
ia forood to buy sn article thut bas. suffered 
distiuol and incurable domage from tho rascally 
malpractices of the Chincse dealers, 

6 losses havo boon 80 sarioua and tha com- 
plaints from the home markets go constant that 
the residont faraign merchants who still engage 
in the risky trade have to fit their godowas with 
wuchines for sifting aud cloansing the wools, 
and with tubs of arsonieated liquor to cloanse 
the hides ‘from the foulnosses of nezlect art 
fraud, In conseqaenoa, tha Chinose traders fiod 
it more and more difficult to carcy ou their ne- 
furious ways, and the resnlt is that thay now 
profer to sell ia Shanghai, Largo quintities of 
atrawbraid, camale’ aud shoop's wool, hides, goat 
skins, bristles, &e, now are kept oat of this 
murkot, and go on Chinese accoaat to Shanghai 
‘for sale. 

To your port the bayors of the articls named 
havo as yot: but littls exporionoa of tho trieks and 
frands of the trades, and i¢ willby well to warn 
thom that, unless tha most stringent precautions 
arotakon, the trafic mast bring lo «sas tathows who 
aro 90 inexperienced or rash as to engage in it. 

When strawbraid: is bonght, at loast ono 
bundle in ten should be oponad ont, examined, 
and measured. In most ensos, now-a-days, the 
quality will be found irregular, the make .un- 
aven, and the length short. Besides u thorouch 
examination of the interior of ‘every bundle 
shonid be made, Sheeps’ and camels’ wool should 
be most carefully sifted, ond tho price paid shonld 
bo in accordance with the weight of tho cleansed 
material, As a enle camels’ wool is Toaded to 
the extent of fifty per cont. with dirt, The 
lossas upon hides suffered by Shiughai mor- 
chants-in 1835 wud 1836 were so very serions that 
probably that business is botter understood.” But 
in any caso {he Shanghai merchants, when doa}.

Tho Im-' 
perial Govoramont must, therefore, until the 
Port Arthur docks are reidy, cleanse the iron 
bottoms of the flset and effect repairs in other 
places. As the Jopanose arsonals ure uow to be 
considered us out of bounds, the Chineso ships 
minst be docked in Bhanghai,.or Foochow, Amoy; 
“ongkong, ‘or Whampoa. “Our correspondent 
gives us some valuable details of the docks fo 
these places, which wa roprod nes. 

At Shanghai there are four larze dry docks, 
all wall fitted with wachinery for effecting amall 
or great repairs to hulls, engines, or boilers. But 
fas “all thesa docks are of timbor, and have baon 
exoavetod from du alluvial and, in general, in- 
stable soil, they are oot, in our opinion, snilable 
for vessels which curry armour, and in conse- 
quence have their weighty eoncontruted amid. 
ships, and not distributed. 

The lnrgeet dock is that o£ Messrs. Nicholson 
and Boyd at Pootung, a work wall built, and well 
fitted with adequata meobanical appliuucas. This 
dook has 450 feat longth on blocks, 69 feat width 
at entracte, with depth of water on sill at spring 
tides 21 fret, aud of noap tidas 17 fect. : 

Tho noxt largest Shanghai graving cock ts 
called the “Old Dook,” and isat Hongkew. The 
length of blocks is $80. foot; width at entrance 
57 feet; depth of wuter ou sill at springy 17 foot;

Af Whampoa thera are two docks on good firm 
around, with ample depth of frosh waterat thoodge 
ofthedook walls, which mighthe again mado ue- 
ful, Tho dooks now are in a decayed atate, having 
been noglooted for some yoars, but asthe sitesare 
wood and the exeavations exist, good docks might 
be easily ravonstructed, Tho site of Whampoa 
is excellent. Tho entrance to the river oan bo 
defented at the Booca Tigriy and of course there 
are mauy advantages in having afresh water 
doolk and anchorage.

On tho occasion of the racent visit of ME. Bi- 
hourd to Hné the King of Anuam had several 
couvorsations with Dr. Nogivr, directenr da ser- 
vica de sauté, who accompanied tha Rosidout- 
'General. The jnostions His Mujosty put to the 
doctor, sac4 the Aventy, showed that he is grontily 
interoated in science, aud that be appreciates 
superiority of French medicine. He made tu 
quiries aa to the dingnosis of cholera and its 
treatment as. practised in Fronch hospital, 
the symptoms, of the disoaso and the sigas by 
which to know if a case ig hopeless or not, M. 
Nogier sutistled the enriosity of the King as far 
as possibla and spoke to him of tho laxaretto at 
Hanoi, by means of which it is possible to isolate 
the sick sud prevent the sproad of tho epidemic, 
In this connection M. Nogier oulogised the An- 
namite dactors who have seconds his efforts so 
warmly since the last epidemic. - . 

The King next spokeof nilmerits affecting the 
sigtrt, und De. Nogivr, at His Majosty’s roquost, 
explaingd the meohanisa of tho eye by means of 
pictures aud a dark room. -After sama con- 
versation aso the operations which can be ef: 
footed for the purpose of restoring sight ty the 
blind, the King sent for the Queen. Mother, who 
is affigtod with complete blindness, and asked 
Dr. Nozior to give bis advigo, Usfortnnately 
the cass.is inoursble, being a coniplete loss of the 
optic nerve, This was expluincd to the King, 
who replicd—“I understand. porfectly. Tho 
communication betweon the brain and the eye is 
broken, as if one were to out a telegraph wire.” 
Secing tho favourable disposition of the King 
towards Hranch madicina M. Nogier proposed to 
him to engage a doctor, of the facnity of Bor: 
denux. who should deliver lectures and give les- 
sous to the Aunamite doctors. This tho King 
declined, saying—* My present dootora are too 
old; it woald be Toss of tims to attempt to make 
them, chagge thelr routine; later on we will gee.” 
‘These conversations were carried on through 
an Annamite interproter who studied in Algiors - 
and who has undertaken the tesk of gradually 
initiating the King into French mannors, Up 
to the present ho has eucaseded beyond his ex- 
peotations, the young King beiug of an cpen 
disposition, intelligent, sympathetic, and aceas-
